The present writer 
has seen at close quarters the 
consequences of bombing in many 
of our large towns. The tragedy 
follows much the same _ lines 
whatever the locality: destruction 
of public buildings and commer- 
cial houses by fire and high ex- 
plosives; shattering of private 
homes, temporary breakdown of 
communication by road, rail, tele- 
graph, telephone; cutting off of 
gas, water electricity. It is a 
pattern common to all. How can 
these evils be countered? 


Dispersal Of Powers 


The major administrative diffi- 
culties which arise after an attack 
are largely due to the dispersal 
of powers in a given area between 
a number of authorities, large and 
small, of varying capacities and 
intelligence. A complicated net- 
work of local administration 
covers the country, ranging from 
large units like the country coun- 
cil, with a trainéd staff of public 
servants, to the parish council, 
whose clerk may be some parish 
worthy. It was an_ intricate 
system, more or less dovetailed, 
which worked with varying suc- 
cess and often considerable delay 
under normal conditions. What- 
ever its merits in peacetime, the 
system was ill adapted to meet 
prevalent circumstances. Though 
the consequences of an air raid 
demand. positive and immediate 
action, the old, often dilatory, 
peace-time machine still holds he’ 
ground. Arrangements differing 
enormously in efficiency between 
area and area persist, and_ the 
terrible experience gained in 
places subject to. heavy onslaught 
does not so far seem to have

Thre Regional Remedy 


Such a state of affairs calls for 
remedy without further delay. It 
ig an urgent national matter that 
the defensive machinery should 
be made at once more simple, 
flexible, and authoritative. The 
tangle of competing local bodies 
and their official must be cut 
away and power concentrated on 
one responsible unit. This unit 
clearly should be sought in an 
extension of the powers and 
functions of the Regional Com- 
missioners. The Government set 
up _ Regional Commissioners, 
whose powers, it is understood, 
would be large in the event of 
invasion. But invasion tarries, 
and meanwhile the Commissioner 
possesses no powers or has not 
been authorised to apply them 
on plans before air attack or on 
the problems of food, evacuation, 
and transport arising afterwards, 
problems which are often acute 
on the morrow. Yet the situa- 
tion in a bombed area brooks of 
no delay if human suffering is to 
be mitigated and the normal life 
of the area in some measure 
restored. 


It is suggested, therefore, that 
the powers of the Regional Com- 
missioner be extended and made 
more concrete, especially in res- 
pect of food, evacuation, and 
transport. 

Fire-fighting has at last been 
recognited as a national mattor, 
and Is now belng faced on fa- 
tional not local tines.

Given A Cup Of Tea 


Mr, Frewin, who was in a cabin 
at the time. said that the Nazi had 
a cut lip and seemed dazed. “1 
called three of my mates,” he add- 
ed, “We gave him a cup of tea 
und a cigarette. 

“He could speak a fittle Eng- 
ligh and told me he was 21. He 
eald he had landed on top of a 
goods van a little way down the 
line. He seomed re'ieved to be 
out of it all and repeatedly shook 
hands with himself.” 


Another man who caught a Ger- 
man airman was Richard Jenkins, 
a miner, who on getting up in the 
morning looked out of his window 
and saw the airman squatting un- 
der a hedge. 

About a mile away George Ste- 
vens, who lost an eye in the last 
war, found a second German air- 
man, and followed Jenkins to the 
police-station. A few minutes 
later a pOlice-sergeant turned up 
with a third prisoner.

East was found by members of 
the Home Guard at dawn suspend- 
ed by his parachute harness from 
a pylon.

Three hours after she 
had said good-bye to her 
husband, who was return- 
ing to his ship after a 
compassionate leave, Mrs.

It wags the first time the father 
Sydney Williams, 26, had seen 
his baby.

As one of the many 
women who registered for 
war factory work follow- 
ing Mr. Ernest Bevin’s 
call for 100,000 volunteers 
within the next fortnight, 
I found the employment 
exchange I visited ready 
to deal with a rush of ap- 
plicants, writes a corres- 
pondent. 


Although the Minister of 
Labour's appeal was not expected 
by Employment Exchange officials, 
registration went on smoothly. 

The first question asked me at 
a City area exchange was, “Are 
you prepared to leave London?” 
It might be possible, the woman 
officer explained, for me to he 
trained in London, but not to 
work there, 


“We want you to be willing to 
go to any district where you are 
needed,” she said. “The Govern- 
ment will look after any depend- 
ants and you will get allowances. 
But we want you to be mobile.” 

Registration was neither difficult 
nor formidable. At the exchange 
in Smithfield I found a separate 
department for National service 
apniicants, 


Leaflet Information 


When one asks to register, a 
Jeaflet is handed over. It was pre- 
pared a few months ago when 
Miss Caroline Haslett, Adviser on 
Women’s Training, launched, on 
the wireless, a scheme for train- 
ing women for engineering = in 
munitions works. It gives seven 
trades in which women can train, 
and lists 30 Government training 
centres, - 

It also sects out the allowances 
paid, and gives general inform- 

Mion for those who may have 

to train away from home. 

Training courses, which vary 
frum three to five, months, are 
free, and board and lodging allow- 
ances are paid, Applicants can 
ask for training within daily tra~ 
_yelling distance from their homes 
and suggest an area in which they 
would prefer to work. But an 
assurance is sought that they will. 
if necessary, accept training and 
employment anywhere, 

Urgently as women are needed 
officials make no effort to rush an 
anplicant into filling up her, form 
then and there. They answered “ll 
my quest’ons patiently and help- 
fully, and sugvested that I should 
take away my application home 
and study it so that I realised, as 
one officer vut it, “what I was let- 
ting myself in for.”

Mothers and day-old babies 
were among those carried to 
safety from two nursing homes 
when heavy calibre bombs 
dropped. No one was Injured. 
As a bomb hit a public house, 

men and women were singing and 
a piano playing. 

A number of people are miss- 
ing and police are checking on 
unclaimed gars tn a car park. 
All day rescue squads were at 

work searching for victims in the 
wreckage of a second public house 
hit during a big darts match. 

About eighty people had been 
got cut alive by afternoon, many 
of them injured. A number of 
bodies were recovered.

He explained that ithe bulk of the: de- 
fenders of the ‘Island had been evacuated 
there from Greece. “Many of them were non- 
combatants and unarmed, and therefore: un- 
able adequately to contribute to the defence 


of the island. 


It had been impossible to eva-| 
cuate them to Egypt for the same, 
reason that it was impossible to 
make good the losses in equipment 
of the troops evacuated from 
Greece to Crete, namely the over~ 
whelming difficulties imposed on 
shipping by the contro} of the, air 
by the enemy. 


Further, the ports and beaches 
on Crete had been heavily dive- 
bombed for some time before the 
actual invasion of the island took | 
place. 


Deseribing the first day of the 
invasion, Brigadier Inglis said that 
a terrific cireus of aircraft of all 
types came in from the north. 
They carried on for hours heavy 
bombing and machine-gunning.

At Heraklion, these mostly fell 
among our troops and were soun 
detlt with, and in a short time 
were captured by the Australians 
and New Zealanders, 


Air-borne troops and. large 
quantities of weapons which were 
landed nextday by aircraft car- 
rying out a continuous bus ser- 
vice between the island and the 
Greek mainland played :a more 
important part tham the parachut- 
ists.

Britain’s vast network 
of 3,600 miles of canals 
and inland waterways, 
neglected for years, will 
soon be as busy as they 
were in the days of their

The masters of these 20 junks 
appeared before the Magistrate 
this morning and were charged 
with exporting petrol without a 
permit, with carrying petrol on 
board their junks which had not 
been duly licensed for such pur~ 
pose, and with anchoring at ‘a 
place—Po Tai O—not designated 
for dangerous goods. 

Fines ranging from $150, or one 
month, to $500, or three months’ 
hard labour, were imposed on 14 
defendants’ on the first charge. 

On the second and third charges. 
all 14 accused were fined $150 or 
one month. 

Six junkmasters, who will be 
represented by Mr. Peter Sin, 
were remanded for 24 hours. A 
total of 8,900 tins of petro] were 
found on board their junks. 

Mr. Thompson alleged that it 
was a large-Seale attempt to ex- 
port petrol without a permit which 
would have succeeded if the police 
had not been promptly informed. 

Asking for confiscation, Mr. 
Thompson explained that simple 
fines would not stop the attempt. 
He had come across a case in 
which the same petrol had been 
moved for export three times al- 
though the master of the junk was 
caught and fined on every occa-~ 
sion. 

The petrol owners, added Mr. 
Thompson, would not come for- 
ward and the police were unable 
to trace them. They were fully
